Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1S67  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or  other¬ 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what¬ 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — shall  require  the 
publication  of  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly  speci¬ 
fying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to 
be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.

at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And

Works. 

12.  The  improvement  district  shall  provide  one 
point  of  delivery  for  each  parcel  of  land  within 
the  territorial  limits  which  was  shown  as  a  separate 
parcel  on  the  books  of  the  Land  Registry  Office 
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oil  the  1st  day  of  January,  1923.  The  point  of 
delivery  shall  be  at  the  boundary  of  the  parcel 
unless  otherwise  agreed  to  by  the  owner,  and 
w hei ever  practicable  it  shall  be  at  such  elevation 
oi  the  water  shall  be  delivered  at  such  pressure 
that  all  irrigable  land  in  the  parcel  may  be  reached.
